fban U compatiblo with tho other intorosle 
committed to his charge; hi« Innguago in 
fact conveys an evident intimnf ion that wcro 
tho rrovinco in a position to do so we should 
hn warranted in acceding to the demand of 
Mr. Brassoy, extortionate and impndenl lim- 
it be, to a degree almost unparalleled. 

Unfortunately it is not in this instance 
alono that tho Government is so called upon 
to provide for the payment of securities un- 
der its guaranty. In other instances large 
amounts have been raised by Municipalities 
nnd Coiporalious, without any means huing 
provided by the tonowers to meet even tho 
interest fheieon. A system the mo<t rash 
and fatuitotis has apparently been adopted 
in tho general and local finance of tho coun- 
try, the cifccla of which wo are already be- 
ginning to experience. 

Wo tinsl that these dovelopemenls will 
teach our Legislators caution ere it is too 
laic. Without thinking of fresh expendi- 
ture, it is plain from Mr. Caytey's statement 
that great exerlions must now bo made that 
we may emerge honourably from (he dilli- 
cultics which now surioimd us. As yet the 
peojite uf Canada have enjoyed Hie chief btf- 

nelilsoftho Kiifish Constitution, with hill 
slight drawback in the way of impost. And 
our taxes may probably be considerably m. 
creased, without our welfare being materi- 
ally alfected; but wo must bear minimi 
that the Inspector General even with I he

Looking ut 
the question in (his light nil must see tho 
deep necessity that exists for Iho utmost pru- 
deueo and skill in regulating our utmir* at 
the present crisis, to that these inisfeitilncs 
may have no lusting ehVet on our prosperi- 
ty. And we are bound to say (hat the re- 
cent debate, shews a dis|Hisiliuu uii the nail 
of the members of twdh parlies in the Ihmse 
to treat (ho miestion in the manner it de- 
serves. It is meet that in discussing a sub- 
ject of 9«eh importance, the rancour of parly 
feeling should become merged lit the nu.xi- 
oly for tho common weal. Mr. Young has 
taken an active pait in the ilcbato, and his 
views npjicur to iHiditrerent from the luspce.
